New York Herald, Anti-Roosevelt

New York, Nov. 4—According to 
the Herald, which ‘s anti-Rooseveit, 
the Republicans in their fight for con- 
trol of New York state are harassed 
on all sides, and sorely beset by lack 
of funds. County chairmen in some 
parts of the state have ben bluntly 
told that the poverty of the state 
committee makes it necessary for the 
county committees to raise their own 
funds. This is something new for 
the Republicans. It is important also 
because funds—and ample funds—are 


necessary to get out the rural Re- 
publican vote. There is no outright 
purchasing of votes, but there are 
thousands of Republicans who _ feel 


that for spending an entire day going 
to town they should have anywhere 
from $2 to $3, and it has from time 
immemorial been the custom of the 
Republican state committee to pro- 
vide these sums. Be it said to the 
eredit of the farmer that in years 
when the Republicans have been im- 
poverished he has declined to vote the 
Pemocratie ticket and has stayed at! 
home. Republicans have little hope 
o” getting together a campaign purse 
like those of former years. Their | 
great trouble in this regard comes 
from the fact that Roosevelt's con- 
nection with the campaign has alien- 
ated the very men who in other years 
have made the large contributions. 
High Cost of Living. 

From reports from the Herald's 
correspondents, it is apparent that 
Colonel Roosevelt is still the principal 
issue of the campaign, although it 1° 
evident that the high cost of living 
is working beneath the surface, and 
is gradually coming to the surface. 
The opinion prevails among many 
persons seen by the Herald, both th 
and out of polities, that this, after all, 
is the big issue, and that the fact 
will become kuown when the votes 
are counted. They cite the results of 
the elections in New Hampshire and 
Maine. Evidence that the high cost 
of living is being carefully considered 
is found in manufacturing centr 
and among the multitudes who dwell 
in the tenements of New York city.

ge Enquiries made at the Edmonton hospitals as to the num- 
2: ber of typhoid patients from construction camps west of the city 
$: at present being treated, show that only folir or possibly five are 
Se from the camps of the contractors working West of the Macleod 
river. 

At the Misericordia there are seven patients, four of whom 
had no connection whatever with the western camps. Three others 
had belonged to the construction camps and had “paid their fees 
for medica! service to which they Were entitled In the camp hos- 
pitals, but had come to Edmonton for treatment from choice. 

Of three patients at the City hospital one had been «a mail 
clerk at Wolf Creek, the other had been west, but had no connet- 
tion with the G. T. P. contractors’ camps, ana the other is at pre- 
sent in a condition of unconscioushéss and unabie to state where he 
had been working. 

At the General hospit! there are 


no patients from the west at 
all. 


It would thus seem that the story that the Edmonton hos- 
pitals are crowded with patients who have contracted typhoid in 
the western construction camps and have been sent to Edmonton 
for treatment, has no basis in fact. Those who have come to the 
city for treatment have apparently done so from preference.

Road From Medicine Lodge Practic- 
ally Completed to Junction With 
the Grand Pratrie-Lesser Slave 
Lake Trail. 


At length Grande Prairie is served 
with a direct Wagon road to.a rail- 
way. Word has been brought to the 
city of the practicai completion of | 
the road north from Medicine } 
on the line of the G. T. P., 150 miles 
Edmonton to connect with} 
the Grand Prairie-Slave Lake trail, | 
on which M. Kimpe, the Edmonton | 
surveyor, has had a party of 30 men | 
at work since the middle of August 
The party is expected to return to 
the city with the work completed in 
the course of a few days 

From Grande Prairie city to Med- | 
icine lodge on the line of the Grand] 
Trunk Pacific which will be reach- 
ed by the steel at the end of next 
week by the latest, will then be aj} 
drive of but 140 miles as against 
an ardous journey of 600 by the 
other route by way of Athabasca | 
lunding, Slave River and Slave Lake, 
which has hitherto been the only 
practicable wagon road to the Peace 
river country. The Medicine Lodge 
road has been constructed for travel 
all the year round, all ridges, decliyi- 
ties and muskegs being overcome. It 
is the road which wags selected by the 
provincial government as the most 
feasible of many suggested and the 
which the Grand Prairie settlers 
planned to hew out for them- 
failing government aid. The 
route is practically that advocated by 
M. Kimpe at a mass meeting of Grand 
Frairie settlers held in Edmonton 
during February of this year, and 
which he guaranteed to construct for 
an outlay of five thousand dollars 

Government aid was lent to the 
project and it has been pushed to 
a rapid completion. There is no 
doubt but what the road will be 
thronged with the outfits of settlers 
heading for Grand Prairie this win- 
ter. It will be thrown open for traffic 
in a few days 

The road runs straight 
Medicine Lodge to the crossing of 
the Athabasca river and then in a 
north-westerly direction to the Little 
Smoky river Crossing this river the 
trend of the road is in a north-north- 
westerly direction to connect with the 
Slave Lake-Grand Prairie trail at 
Sturgeon lake 

This road is the one in favor of 
which the construction of the road 
carried from Entwistle as far as the

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC IN 
MANY ONTAR!O TOWNS 


Most Widespread Infection Known to 
Have Yet Originated in Canada 
From ai Single Case—Twenty 
Deaths Reported, 


Toronto, Nov. 5.—Such an epidemic 
of typhoid fever from a single cause 
as the terribly fatal one that is sup- 
posed to have originated from the 
drinking of polluted water at an hotel 
in Orono Village, on the Gay of the 
Clarke Township fall fair, on Septem- 
ber 15 and 16, has never been known 
to prevail in one district in Canada 
before From information that has 
come to hand from outside places in 
Hamilton, Peterboro, Port Hope, Co- 
bourg, Bowmanville, Newcastle, Os- 


hawa, Pontypool, Garden Hill,  Lis- 
keard, Kirby, and several oountry 
sections, the infection has been doing

SAYS LABOR ROBS CONSUMER. 


Dr. Eliot, of Harvard, Gives Views 
on High Cost of Living, 


Boston, Nov. 4.—In a letter sent to 
A. T. Sampson, of Lynn, Dr. Charles 


W. Eliot, President Emeritus of Har- 


vard, says that a large proportion of 
the inercased cost of living is due to 


ithe “combination” effected by unions 
and jobbers and unions and employers 


of labor” and that tae combination 
“Is able to rob the consumer.” The 
letter was made public by Mr. Samp- 
This is Mr. Eliot's letter: 

“IT have read with much = satisfac- 
what A. T. Sampson, of your 
firm, published on the subject of 
unions and the effects of raising the 
prices of food, clothes and shelters 
for the mass of the people. 

“In my opinion a large proportion 
of the Increase in the cost of living 
which has taken place during the 
lust seven or eight years is due to 
the combination cffected by unions 
and employere of labor Mr, Samp- 
son has made a plain statement on 
the subject of these combinations, 
ard he has also shown that the ordi- 
nary union rules increase unneces- 
sarily the cost of every plece of work 
in which more than one union has to 
be employed through the strict limi- 
tation of the kind of work which each 
union will do 

“The combination is able to rob 
the consumer, because it practically 
secures a legal monopoly. The union 
rules rob the consumer, because they 
cause great waste of time.”

Commissioners Will Investigate 
the Charge of Discrimination 
Against City Dairy

The charge of unfair 
tion in the performance 


was formally preferred against the 
city dairy inspector, Wm, Logan, yes- 
terday afternoon by Wm. Short, K.C,, 


who, on behalf of the Edmonton City 
Dairy, appeared before the commis- 
sioners at their regular meeting. 


Mr. Short said that it was the| 
claim of the Edmonton City Dairy 
that they had been made the object 
of an attack, They were prepared 


to prove that the dairy inspector had 


gone among the men 
them with milk and had endeavored } 
to persuade them to desist and to sell 
their milk independently. 
Were Unfairly Marked. 

Further, they claimed that some of 
these dairies had been marked bad 
in the reports without justification. 
The regulations contained the re- 
quirement that the utensils be put in 
the sun One of the men Who com- 


plied with this requirement was mark- 


ed down, and upon enquiry into the 
cause was told that he should have 
covered the utensils with gauze. 

They were prepared to prove, he 
said, that the dairy inspector had 
approached dairymen who supply the 
Bdmonton City Dairy with milk and 
had said to them: “Why not cut out 
the City Dairy and supply to the 
consumer direct?’ adding the intim- 
ation that then conditions would be 
all right. 

Commissioner Butchart: “Do you 
Mean that the inspector said that 
higher mark would be given if this 
chan was made?” 

That I take to be the inference,’ 
replied Mr. Short 


Refused Sealed Sample, 


The gulations, continued Mr. 
Short, required that when a sample 
of mi was taken for inspection a 
scaled sample was to be given to the 
dairymen This upon several occa- 
sions he had absolutely refused to 
do. He had told a driver that he 
would -put the Edmonton City Dairy 
out of business if they did not give 
him a sample without insisting upon 
having the sealed sample called for 
by the regulations 

The City Dairy, said Mr. Short, used 
the utmost care in dealing with the 
milk Which they sold.

It is 
a splendid road; in fact one of the 
best I have ever travelled. Some 
day# with a team and driver I cov- 
ered 45 miles as the crow flies, or 
about 50 miles actual driving.” 

Camp Conditions Good, 

Referring to the construction 
camps and the conditions prevailing 
in them Mr. Smith said: “I would | 
prefer stopping at any camp along! 
the line to putting up at any stop- | 
ping house. No hotel in Edmonton 
sets up a better meal than fs pro- 
vided for the men in the camps. 
There are always fresh vegetables on} 
hand, fresh meat in large quantities, 
and any amount of canned goods, 

“A supply of fresh beef is always 
kept on hand. The beef is supplied 
by P. Burns and Co. and is delivered 
to the camps on the hoof and slaugh- 
tered there. At mile 84 on my way 
in I passed a herd of 150 head of 
fine looking cattle that were to be 
slaughtered at the camps. There is 
always a big supply of beef on the 
table and to secure good cooks sal- 
aries as high as $125 per month are 
paid, 

“Of course the construction 
railroad is no pink tea business, but 
everything seems to have been done 
to provide for the comfort and health 
of the men, The bunk houses are 
cleanly and kept warm and cheerful. 
As for the water supply, past mile 
50, where the muskeg comes to an 
end, as far as the divide, no better 
water could be had from mountain 
springs. The horses drink it every 
time they get a chance.”
